The ad limina visit, which must 


be made every five years, calls. 


each bishop in charge of adiocese 
to Rome, to report to the Vatican 
and, usually a visit to the pope 
personally. 


The “ad limina’ means that the 
bishop must visit ‘the limits’ —the 
tombs of Sts. Peter and Paul — and 
must make a written report on 
conditions in his diocese. ~ 


Bishop Maher's report (see 


pages 12-13) was sent ahead of his 


visit. He arrived in Romea fewdays 
before the pope’s death, but the 
official visit tothe tombs of the two 
aposties was made. 


He told SC this week that on the 
day following the death of Pope 
John Paul | 55 bishops and priests 
concelebrated mass at the altar of 
the confession of St. Peter, with 
Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los 
Angeles as principal concele- 
brant. 


The next day they made a 
pilgrimage to the tomb of St. Paul’s 
Outside-the-Walls, where they 
signed the official documents 
verifying their ad limina visit for 
the Vatican archives.

Cardinal Karol Wojtyla of Cracow, 
Poland, who will reign as Pope John 
Paul Il, is a man who has been 
affectionately hailed by his country- 
men as “the worker cardinal” because 
he worked in a quarry and a chemical 
factory during World War II. 


The title is especially significant in 
his Communist-ruled country, where 
the political leadership would asa rule 
prefer that the plaudits of workers be 
given to someone other than a 
churchman. 


THE BURLY, 58-year-old arch- 
bishop was elevated to the College of 
Cardinals at the early age of 47 by Pope 
Paul VI. 


His appointment to the cardinalate 
followed his selection as auxiliary 
Bishop of Cracow at 38—also an 
unusually young age for promotion to 
the hierarchy. r 


Four years after being named 
auxiliary, he was put in charge of the 
Cracow diocese as vicar capitular on 
the death of Bishop Eugeniusz Baziak. 


ALTHOUGH STILL only 42, then- 
Bishop Wojtyla showed that he was not 
awed. by the Communist rulers, 
denouncing the government for vio- 
lating basic human rights by restrict- 
ing religious education for children. 


He has’ continued to oppose the 
government's policies. In March 1978 
he presented a report by the Polish 
bishops’ DoctrinalCommission, which 
expressed disapproval of the Commu- 
nist attempts to impose materialism 
and secularism on Polish culture. 


Polish culture has for more than 
1,000 years been Christian, the report 
said. It criticized the regime's efforts 
“to impose on Polishcultureastampof 
materialist and secularist monism (a 
single world-view), so foreign to the 
Polish spirit.” 


THE REPORT. also criticized the 
government policy toward labor. 
Workers in heavy industry and mines 
have been overworked and pushed 
beyond their physical limits to a 
condition of permanent fatigue, the 
report charged. This affects workers’ 
familial, religious and social duties, it 
added.

In a talk given during his visit to the 
1976 International Eucharistic Con- 
gress in Philadelphia, Cardinal Wojtyla 
spoke of religious discrimination and 
persecution. 


“The laws of human freedom are 
formulated more fully in the constitu- 
tions of new nations, but. are these 
principles really respected every- 
where? Do we not find people who are 
underprivileged because of their 
religious convictions?” he asked. 


“MAY WE NOT even speak today of 
actual persecutions of Christians and 
others who profess their religion?” 


During his four-week visit to the 
United States at the time of the 
Eucharistic Congress, the Polish 
prelate also visited Washington, D.C., 
where he spoke of how hardship has 
helped reinforce Polish Catholicism. 


“The atheist character of the 
government forces people to con- 
sciously affirm their beliefs,” the 
Cardinal said. The absence of religious 
instruction in the schools requires 
young people to make the effort to go 
outside school hours to churches or 
catechetical centers for religious 
instruction. 


“WE HAVE,” he continued, “voca- 
tions to the seminaries in sufficient 
numbers.” 


Cardinal Wojtyla was born in 
Wadowice, Poland, on May 18, 1920. 
In 1938 he began studying Polish 
philology at the Jagiellonium Univer- 
sity of Cracow, with special interest 
directed toward poetry and the thea- 
ter. 


His studies were interrupted by the 
outbreak of World War II, and in 1940, 
during the Nazi occupation of his 
country, he began working as a 
laborer. In 1942 he began studying at 
the seminary of Cracow, which was 
functioning secretly despite a Nazi 
prohibition. 

HE WAS ORDAINED in 1946 andwas 
then sent to Rome for further study in 
moral theology. 


He concluded his doctorate at the 
Jagiellonian Theological Faculty, and 
was assigned as a curate in a village 
parish. Later transferred to Cracow, 
the future cardinal did pastoral work,

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A time to keep

Although Pope Paul VI was seen more often in pu- 
blic celebrating mass than were his predecessors, 
it is a fact that the greatest act of worship in our lives 
is seldom seen as one led by our pope. If, as we 
believe, “the liturgy is the summit toward which the 
activity of the church is directed”—in the words of 
Vatican Il—we really do take it far too much for 
granted. The documents of the council also call the 
liturgy “the power from which all her (the church's) 
power flows.” 


| was talking about this to Father Robert Gavotto, 
our Augustinian director for evangelization in the 
diocese and a “Roman” expert as he lived there for 
14 years. He told me the only times he remembers 
seeing Pope Paul VI celebrate mass were those for 
big feasts such as Easter and Christmas and he 
admitted that-he felt that there should have been 
more occasions when the pope could be seen to 
celebrate mass. ‘ 


Private masses 


It has become almost a tradition for popes—like 
some Cardinals, archbishops, bishops and priests 
in special duties—to celebrate “private” masses in 
their own chapels, and yet the Vatican II document 
on the priesthood calls the eucharist action “the 
very heartbeat of the congregation of the faithful 
over which the priest presides.” And, after all, a 
pope is a priest and a pastor—the pastor of us all. 


So let us hope that Pope John Paul !| might make 
it a practice to celebrate mass regularly—why not 
daily?—in public. There may at first be problems of 
security and crowds, but once the tradition is 
established of the pope celebrating the eucharist in 
different sanctuaries (not necessarily in St. Peter’s) 
the crowds would diminish. It would also provide 
the proper opportunity for the pope to give a homily, 
instead of the rather prearranged speech which he 
has to give at public audiences. As Pope John Paul | 
was quick to claim, the pope is a pastor first. It 
would be good to see our new pope as a pastor, at 
the altar and in the pulpit more often. Otherwise we 
retain that remoteness and aloofness which past 
popes seemed to exhibit and which today is a 
remnant of another age. After all, as the document 
on the priesthood states: “The eucharist shows

itself to be the source and the apex of the whole 
work of preaching the gospel.” 


Vernacular as well 


Another thing about masses celebrated by the 
pope would be the opportunity for him to do so in 
various languages. There are enough priests and 
seminarians studying in Rome from various parts 
of the world to assist at such masses and help with 
the language, if need be. The life of the church is no 
longer solely expressed in Latin and it would be 
good to have masses celebrated in the languages of 
the world by the supreme pastor, acknowledging 
the many cultures and peoples who comprise the 
faithful. 


While it is wonderful to share, through TV, inthe 
great liturgies from Rome on occasions like the 
death or the installation of a pope, relishing the 
sound and timbre of Latin like a vintage wine, we 
must remember that there’s a whole generation of

- Ninth Symphony. Heaven forbid we have badly

Foretaste of Heaven 
Catholic writer and social activist Dorothy Day, 


‘who has made six-day silent retreats more than 20 


times over the years, calls the experience “a 
foretaste of heaven.” The retreats, called “An 
encounter with silence” were begun in the early 
1940’s by Father John Hugo, noted Pittsburgh 
retreat master. Dorothy Day, in her biography, 
“The Long Loneliness” writes of making these 
retreats following her conversion to Catholicism 
decades ago. . ; 


The retreats include daily mass with holy hour, 
four conferences each day and, except for private 


conferences, total silence. “We tell them their. . 


silence is an’act of faith in the Holy Spirit. If they 
have faith they must be willing to listen. There must 


‘be silence,” says Father Hugo. | couldn’t agree 


more. Some recent style retreats turn out to be 
more like workshops or seminars, or even social 
visits. 


Spirit of Poway 


Just by being in a parish for a few hours you can 
sometimes tell its.spirit. And that was certainly true 
recently on the dedication of the church and 
religious center of St.-Gabriel parish, Poway, on 
Twin Peaks Road.

New pope to hold on 


to Vatican Il goals

VATICAN CITY (NC)—In his first major address, Pope 
John Paul Il pledged to promote “with action that is both 
prudent and stimulating” application of the norms of 
Vatican'll. 


The first non-Italian popeto be electedin455 years read 
an 11-page address in Latin after concelebrating mass 
Oct. 17 with the 110 cardinals who elected him. The 
speech, addressed to Catholics and to “all men of good 
will,” stressed the importance of continued reflection on 
council teachings regarding the nature of the church. 


THE SPEECH WAS delivered from thealtar of the Sistine 
Chapel. 


Pope John Paul reminded bishops and Catholics in 
general of the importance of fidelity to the church’s 
teaching authority, particularly in the doctrinal field. He 
cautioned against going beyond liturgical norms or 
refusing to accept changes that have been approved by 
church authorities. 


He said he intended to continue on the road already 
taken toward Christian unity. 


THE NEW POPE SAID he would “take to heart the most 
grave problem” of war-torn Lebanon. 


For the mass the cardinals, wearing gold vestments, 
took places at the red-cloth covered tables at which they 
had voted the previous day. They entered singing Psalm 
46: “Rejoice in the Lord. Sing to the Lord, our king. God is 
king of all the earth.” 


Wearing a tall, bejewelled miter, the new pope blessed 
the assistants to the conclave as he entered the chapel. 
The lay people and some of the clergy who provided 
services to the conclave took their places in the small 
nave outside the screen of the choir. 


THE MASS WAS SUNG, with great enthusiasm, entirely 
in Latin by the cardinals and other conclave officials. 


The first reading, from the Book of Isaiah, foretoldatime 
when “people will not raise the sword against another. 
They will no longer make war.” 


The second: reading, from the first letter of St. Peter, 
reminded Christians that they “are a chosen race, a royal 
priesthood, a holy nation, a purchased people.” 


THE GOSPEL of St. Matthew then recalled the words of

Because recent events caught him by surprise, the new 
pope said he had not been able to “trace a program that 
would be the fruit of long reflection and careful 
elaboration.” But, in compensation, he added, the initial

CALLING VATICAN Il “a milestone inthe2,000-year-old 
history of the church,” he noted that “its applications are 
not finished. 


“We consider, therefore, a primary duty that of 
promoting, with action that is both prudent and 
stimulating, the most exact execution of the norms and 
directives of the same council, favoring first of all the 
acquisition of a suitable mentality,” he continued. 


The pope said he placed special emphasis on “the 
sector that will’demand the greatest concerns, that is 
ecclesiology,” doctrine concerning the nature of the 
church. 


“It is necessary, venerated brothers and beloved 
children. of the Catholic world,” the pope said, “for a 
renewed and strengthening meditation onthe nature and 
function, on the mode of being and acting of the church.” 


Following are statements issued 
by Bishop Leo T. Maher and 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez on 
the election of Pope John Paul Il. 


Bishop Maher states: 


Pope John Paul II’s selection as 
supreme pontiff, the successor of Peter as 
Pastor of the whole church, gives new 
emphasis to the universality of the church, 
focuses attention on freedom of religion 
and social justice. 


As a prelate in Poland he has given 
strong leadership against the evils of 
atheistic communism and has proclaim- 
ed with the same strength social justice for 
all in promoting human rights. 


The church has a shepherd of great 
moral strength and his leadership will be 
felt in all facets of life. Certainly unity will 
be acclaimed by his presence and his 
words, and nations shall look to him, as 
will peoples of all faiths, to find a solution 
to the problems that face mankind in our 
time.

In 1953, then-Father Wojtyla began 
teaching ethics at the Jagiellonian. In 
1954 he became lecturer, and later 
head of the chair of ethics at the 
Catholic university of Lublin. 


~ NAMED A BISHOP in 1958, he 


attended all the Second Vatican 
Council sessionsin Rome from 1962 to 


°1965. At the council, he was parti- 


cularly active in the preparation of the 
“Pastoral Constitution on the Church 


in the Modern World” (“Gaudium et 
Spes”). 


In-1964 he was named Archbishop 
of Cracow, a See which had been 
vacant since the death of Cardinal 
Adam Sapieha in 1951 because of the 
Communist government’s refusal to 
approve any successor. Then-Arch- 
bishop Wojtyla’s predecessor, Arch- 
bishop Eugeniusz Baziak, had served 
as apostolic administrator of the See. 


Made a cardinal in 1967, he pub- 
lished in 1972 the book “Foundations 


of Renewal,” aimed at facilitating the 
implementation of the council’s work. 

CARDINAL WOJTYLA also opened 
the Pastoral Synod of the Cracow 
archdiocese in 1972, which is to last 


- until 1979. The synod’s main aim is to 


deepen the religious life of the 
archdiocese’s Catholics. 

As a Cardinal the pope was a 
member of the curial Congregation for 
the Sacraments and Divine Worship, 
the Congregation for the Clergy, and 
the Congregation for Catholic Educa- 
tion.

Healings were part of 


Jesus’ fight 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The miracles of Jesus were not mere empty 
displays of power or even demonstrations of 
the uniqueness of his mission, a sort of stock- 
pile of ‘proofs’ from which later theologians: 
could draw arguments. They were, rather, 

~actual exercises of power in an all-out 
onslaught on the forces of evil, no matter 
what form that evil took or may have been 
thought to take. ; : 


He did not combat evil in the abstract, but 
in the real, down-to-earth lives of his 
contemporaries. His cure of the leper is a case 
in point. It is recorded, with minor variations, 
by all three synoptists (Mark 1:40-45; 
Matthew 8:1-4; Luke 5:12-16). 


MATTHEW PLACES the incident imme- 
diately after the Sermon on the Mount andso 
there is still a crowd to witness Jesus’ 
authority in deed as well as in word. Mark 
gives no setting, but begins simply: “A leper 


against evil 


approached him with a request, kneeling - 


down as he addressed him: ‘If you will to do :

SO, you Can cure me. F 


Like “diabolical possession,” the term 
“leprosy” covered a wide variety of skin 
ailments in the Bible. Leviticus went into great 
detail on the subject even of “leprosy” of 


clothes and houses (Leviticus 13-14). A leper 


was any unfortunate person afflicted with an 
unsightly skin disease, curable or not. 


One sure way to control the spread of the 
contagion or infection was to isolate the 
person. He was declared legally unclean, a 
social outcast, a lonely wanderer, unable even 
to associate in the worship of the community. 


THE MAN WHO approached Jesus, 
then, showed great courage and no little faith 
by. defying the rules of society and coming 
close to him, especially if there was a crowd 


with him, 


Jesus, too, showed that he cared much 
more for the human person than for 


established convention. He reached out and. 
touched the poor fellow. The bystanders 
must have gasped in horror. One simply did 
not touch that sort of uncleanness without 
contracting the same stigma himself. And 
really a word would have sufficed. 


Mark tells us that this boldly tender gesture 
was motivated by pity. However, the earlier 
and apparently original form of the text spoke 
not of Jesus’ pity, but rather of his anger. Why 


should Jesus have been angry, and at whom?- 


THESE QUESTIONS were a bit too 
much for some early copyists, and they 


changed the text to refer to pity instead. 


_ Matthew and Luke omitted the motivation. 
- But Mark did not shy away from attributing 


strong emotions to Jesus and mention of his _ 


anger would not be at all surprising. 
Still, why and at whom would Jesus have 


‘been angry? Certainly not at the faultless 
leper. In the early, pre-markan, form of the © 


story, it may have told of the expulsion of a 


leprosy-causing demon. It would have been 


this malevolent force that provoked Jesus’ 
ire. > 


This suggestion is borne out by the fact that 
verse 43 in the Greek text also says that 
Jesus, “becoming very angry, cast him out.” 
This makes good sense if the reference is toa 
demon, but apparently Mark took it to refer 
to the leper, and this doesn’t make very good 


sense at all. 


AGAIN, MATTHEW and Luke dropped 
it, and translations, like the one I am using, 
feel constrained to tone it down to something 
like: “Jesus gave hima stern warning and sent 
him on his way.” 


But again, Jesus was no cold, detached 
wonder-worker. He was a warm, sensitive 
human being, and the people who came to his 
life were not just objects, cases. They needed 
his help. 


Like all men of profound sympathy, he 
grew angry at the sight of evil, no matter what 
form it took. Any of us with even a spark of 
feeling have known this anger amounting at 
times to frustration, for usually we feel so 


helpless.= =>?

. JESUS, on the other fend while reacting © 


the same way, had the power to help, and his 
heart went out to love and his hand to touch 
and heal—even, and especially, those looked 
upon as unclean. -~ 


Always practical, he knew the restored 


man would not be readmitted to normal life 
and worship until he had been declared legally 
clean by the proper authorities. So he sent 
the man to the priest to perform the 
prescribed ritual. And he, in his turn, became 


an eager apostle, telling everyone who would - 


listen what Jesus had done for him. 


What about when a child 
marries outside the church?

What if one of my daughters (or one of my 
sons) were to marry another Christian 
outside the Catholic church? Many parents 
have had this experience, and for many it has 
been a painful, saddening and at times bitter 
one, resulting in the rejection of one’s child. 

Were this to happen to me, I suppose an 
initial reaction would be one of guilt, for surely 
I would thmk I must have failed insome major 
way in the education of my child. This 
reaction, although understandable and 
possibly rooted in the truth, still provides no 
help about what should now be done. 


THERE WOULD also be, I believe, a 
sense of betrayal and of having been 
betrayed, with bitterness toward the one who 
innocently or not had caused this. Again, this 
is something one can understand. Yet this 
feeling, ifit were allowed to persist, would only 
lead to resentment and alienation. 


When something like this happens, there is 
need for prayer, for God’s help, for patience, 
for trust. One should presume the best, not 
the worst. That is, one should presume that 
one’s child, in choosing to marry outside the 
Catholic church, did so in good (but 


erroneous) faith, believing that his act was - 


justifiable. j 

The marriage itself may be a good one (how 
ardently one should pray that it is), rooted in 
true conjugal love and open to the grace of 
God. Perhaps all that is needed is the trust 
and love of parents, whose door is always 
open to the son and his spouse and family. 


THE TRUTH IS that the spouses are the 
ministers of marriage. They and they alone 
can bring the marriage into being through 
their act of unconditional and irrevocable 


consent to be with and for each other until 
death. 


The young couple may truly have given this 


' consent, choosing to marry outside the 
-Catholic church for any number of reasons 
that perhaps seemed good to them, although 
in reality they are not. - 


Their love may-truly be conjugal, open to — 


the giving of life to children, who should be 
received as gifts from God and as bearers of 
joy for their grandparents. 


PERHAPS ALL that is needed is help 
from me to see that marriage is truly a 
sacrament of the church and that this 
marriage, in order for it to be fully what it truly 
is, needs to be recognized by the church. This 
help can only come if feelings of bitterness and 
hostility are overcome and hearts are ready to 

- forgive and be forgiven. : 


Possibly the presumption of good faith may 
be falsified by the facts. Then a firmness in 
loving is required, a firmness that respects the 
truth but nonetheless offers trust and hope 
and, above all, a patient perseverance by its 
readiness to be at home, to be there when 
sought, to make its presence felt even.when 
unsought. 5

“While you carry the pain of religious 
division, you also carry the promise of 


_ Christian unity. We are with you in prayer; be 


with us in fidelity to your union.” 


WERE ONE of my daughters to marry 
outside the church, I would consider this a 


tragedy, for I love my daughters and the 


church. My hope is that it would be possible 
to lead my daughter, with her spouse, to see 
that marriage “in the church” is the crowning 
fulfillment. of the beautiful reality that 
marriage is and that, therefore, it is something 
for which her heart will yearn. = 


And I would try to understand that God’s 
ways are not always clear to me. But of one 
thing, | am certain: he would not abandon me 
nor would he abandon those whom I love. 


A man who sought 
to live the gospel fully

What significance can a man who died 16 
centuries ago in an obscure Egyptian outpost 
have for us today? 


Actually, Evagrius Ponticus; both in his life 
and his teaching, has a lot to say to us that 
would interest and help us. 


His life is a poor-boy-makes-good adven- 
ture. This handsome, brilliant lad from the 
provinces went to the capital of the Byzan- 
tine Empire, Constantinople, and quickly 
worked his way into the glittering court of the 
emperor. 


HIS CHARM HAD a lot to do with it, but 
his charm also led to his downfall—a downfall 
though that led, through the wonderful work- 
ing of grace, to Evagrius’ true greatness. 


His entanglements and disillusionments 
enabled this young courtier to see through 
the false standards and empty, superficial joy 
of luxurious court life, and he courageously 
turned his back on it to seek true happiness 


according to the norms of the gospel. 


This is the first lesson Evagrius can teach us 
in our affluent society which so. readily 


accepts a false scale of values dictated by - 


advertising media. We need to have this 
young men’s insight and courage to renounce 
false values and make the living promises of 
the gospels our guide. 


THIS ISN’T EASY. Nor did Evagrius find 
it easy. He stumbled on the way. In spite of his 
resolutions, he turned back for.a time to the 


fascinating, false values of the world. But after _ 


a time, with the help of friends, he again 
embraced the way to true happiness. 


We can understand and sympathize with 
Evagrius’ struggle and back-tracking if we 
have made our own attempts to be true to the 
way of Christ’s gospel. 


But Evagrius did not make the mistake of 
turning indiscriminately against his past with 
its culture values. At Constantinople Evagrius 
had entered deeply into the heritage of a 
noble Greek humanism. With his gifted mind 


and great sensitivity he attained to a very 
refined perception of the powers with which 
God has endowed man. 


EVAGRIUS understood what is in man, 
and he brought the light of the gospel and its 
call to a higher life and perfection to bear on 
this knowledge. 


Here Evagrius not only says something to 
us by what he does, but there is also here the 
key to the reason why his teaching had sucha 
significant impact on the Christian tradition 
into which he entered, and still has signifi- 
cance for us. 


In the fervor of conversion there is 
sometimes the temptation to throw out the 
baby with the bath. In rejecting the false 
values of our education and culture, we can 
be tempted to turn our backs on the educa- 
tion and culture themselves. But if we do this 
we impoverish our Christian life. Grace builds 
on nature. The natural and the supernatural 
are a continuum. 

TODAY’S development of the behavorial 
sciences, the insights of anthropological and 
psychological studies, can be brought to bear 
on our Christian life with great fruit. 


Evagrius brought the true riches of Greek 
humanism with him to the desert. There he 
absorbed the wisdom of the gospel from the 
venerable old men who had lived it so fully. 
Then he integrated the two traditions into a 
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living synthesis. 


Because Evagrius’ understanding of man 
was true and his penetration of the moral 
exigencies of the gospel profound, and his 
ability as a writer considerable, he succeeded 
in producing a corpus of writing that has had 
an immense influence, directly and indirectly, 
on the development of.Christian Spirituality 
in the East and the West. 


IN EVAGRIUS’ TIME, the church, 
through the-labors of the great Fathers, such 
as Saint Basil, Saint Gregory the Theologian, 
Saint John Chrysostom, and many others, 
was struggling to express in some adequate 
way in Greek philosophical terms the mystery 
of Christ as he had revealed himself to us. 


There were stumblings. And Evagrius in his 
doctrinal writings made some mistakes which 
were later condemned. But this in no way 
detracts from the value of his practical 
teaching on the spiritual life which has been 
constantly used by succeeding spiritual 


-masters such as Saint John Cassian, Saint 


Benedict, Saint Nilus and many others. 


Evagrius’ integration of the human and 
divine, his accurate understanding of the way 
the human person with all his passions and 
emotions, his intellect and will, must seek to 
live the gospel in everyday practice makes 
this fourth-century Father a master for us 
today. 


Christian meditation: Life through death is our way

Suffering, probably more than anything else, has 
brought you to the place where you realize the 
importance of a daily meditation. Moreover, I 
venture to guess, that meditation has brought more 
joy and peace than you lost from the original 


tragedy which introduced you to the need for’ 


meditation. Life through death is the Christian way: 
it is the Paschal mystery, often called the Passover. 


We need a pattern of meditation, therefore, 
which fits a basic need in our life as well as 


harmonizes that life with God’s plan of salvation. 


We begin by making an act of faith in God’s ability 
and God’s intentions to bring good from evil: “We 
know that by turning everything to their good God 
cooperates with all those who love him;” (Romans 
8:28) or again: “However great the number of sins 
commited, grace was even greater.” (Romans 5:20) 


SEEING THAT God not only can, but actually 
wants to change negatives to positives you can 
courageously unite your disappointments and 
frustrations, yes, even your tragedies to Jesus on 
the cross. 


What does it mean to unite your sufferings to the 
sufferings of Jesus on the cross? It means to make a 
deliberate act of faith that your sufferings, when 
entrusted to Jesus will produce the same results in 
you as those sufferings produced in Jesus—the 
resurrection and the ascension. 


The Word of God says, “Ours were the sufferings ~ 


he bore, ours the sorrows he carried.” (Isaiah 53:4) 
Jesus has already taken our suffering upon the 
cross, now we must entrust the outcome of those 
sufferings to Jesus by a deliberate act of faith. 


AS WE BEGIN to see the effects of believing in 
what Jesus has already done for us we can come to

He was now free to live 
like anyone else. The man was so happy that he 
went through the streets telling everyone what 
Jesus had done for him.

ST. LOUIS (NC)—The 
Canon Law Society of Amer- 
ica has bypassed any re- 
commendation on the pro- 
posed Equal Rights Amend- 
ment. 


A CLSA task force which 
had studied the ERA for the 
past’ year issued a report 
concluding that “it is not 
possible atthe present time 
to reach the moral certitude 
necessary” to either sup- 
port the ERA or to oppose it. 


ONE OF FIVE resolutions 
passed at the 40th annual 
meeting calls on the CLSA 
board of governors to ap- 
point a committee to study 
the ERA further and submit 
“a recommendation for 
action tothe membershipof 
the society’ before next 
year’s annual convention.

noted that the amendment 
would have no direct effect 
onthe policies and activities 
of the Catholic church, 
including the church’s ban 
on the ordination of women 
to the priesthood.

Bishop's report to Rome on past five years

Bishop Leo T. Maher and the Ordinaries 
of the western United States were due to 
meet with Pope John Paul | onOct.5 as part 
of their official ad limina visit every five 


years. 


The pope died, but the official visit and 
report, known as the Quinquennial Report, 


were completed by Bishop Maher, whowas 
already in Rome when the pope died. ~ 


THE REPORT for this diocese—the 
diocese of San Diego before the creation of 
the San Bernardino diocese—covers 48 
closely typewritten pages and includes 
everything from the names of the bishop's 
consultors to the circulation figures of the 
Southern Cross. 


But, more than statistics which have to 
be recorded, the report discusses pro- 
gress and problems within the diocese in 
order to provide as accurate a picture as 
possible forthe pope and hisstaffto beable: 
to assess the health of this area interms of 
Catholic life. 


A prominent feature of this particular 
five-year report is the work of the diocesan 
synod, which was called by the bishop in 
November 1971 and ended in February 
1976. Major results of the synod are 
reported as follows: 


—Communication and dialogue on 
pastoral concerns at all levels within the 
diocese; 


—Development of awareness of the 
needs of the local church and education in 
the principles of Vatican II; 


—Development of lay leadership and 
experience in shared responsibility; 


—Formation of diocesan commissions 
to develop programs and areas of con- 
cern. 


Included among these are commissions 
for the total teaching mission, family life, 
Spanish-speaking, communications, - 
black Catholics, justice and peace and a 
diocesan pastoral council. 


In reviewing the general religious 


situation in the diocese the report to Rome 


deals with the changes following Vatican II 
and states that “doctrinal problems facing 
the diocese revolve around expected 
reactions to change and renewal.” 


THE REPORT ADDS: “Spurred along 


-with a new vitality and the results of our 


diocesan synod, many positive signs have 
emerged within the parishes. Some 
difficulties have arisen’ due to lack of 
education and misunderstanding of 
church authority, teaching and policy.” 


The bishop’s statement says the “doc- 
trinal areas of major concern are the 
results of growth. With a return to sacred 
scriptures, where there is a tendency to 
rely on literal interpretation, which can 
lead to other doctrinal problems and a 
philosophy which tends to be self- 


righteous.” 


Moral matters cause problems, states 
the report, and there has been “confu- 
sion,” particularly over “philosophies and 
theories relating to questions of sexuality 
and marriage. 


“WITH MUCH political controversy, 


the church has played an important role in 
closing the only public nude beach in 
California.” 


The report continues that “the problem 
of abortion seems to be increasing, as is 
the apathy that surrounds the question,” 
adding that the bishop found it necessary 
to clarify positions, particularly in respect 
to the National Organization of Women 
and the “false belief’ related to their view 
on abortion. 


The quinquennial review calls the 
question of homosexual behavior a 
“grave problem,” particularly related to 
the activities and goals of “Dignity,” an 
international organization for gay and 
concerned Catholics, which “does not 
adhere to the magisterium on the subject 
of homosexuality.” 


DEALING with the variety of cultures in 
the diocese, the report states that the 
“make-up of the diocese is varied indeed, 
with a large Spanish-speaking population. 


“With so many cultures represented, as 


well as a large number of military © 


personnel and dependents, the diocese 
becomes a virtual melting pot.” 


Those in the Roman Curia who study the 
report will read that the bishop, in 
conjunction with the diocesan pastoral 
council, has presented these goals as 
priorities for the diocese: evangelization, 
family life, parish renewal and youth. _ 


THE REPORT then goes into a detailed 
examination of the program now under 
way, but explains that the need surfaced 
during the synod meetings. 


“The goal is to have every Catholic 
become aware of and exercise his role as 
an evangelizer,” states the report, “one 
who proclaims by example and word the 
good news of Jesus Christ in order to draw 
people to conversion.” 


On the economic situation within the 
diocese, the financial structures are given 


- as the Corporation Sole (the bishop), the 


Education and Welfare Corporation, the 


University of San Diego, and. Catholic, 


Community Services. 


“THE DIOCESE has no outside indebted- 
ness and receives financial assistance 
from no outside source except from par- 
ishes and a limited number of legacies,” it 


states. “The diocese does maintain a two - 


and one-half million dollar line of credit 
with the Bank of America for short-term 
borrowing and cash flow deficiencies.” 


Commenting on the financial situation, 
the bishop states in his report that “the 
faithful are very generous in the offerings 
for parishes, the diocese and the universal 
church.” It also records the. successful 
Stewardship program for the past seven 
years during which $2 million has been 
raised each year. 


“Each parish contributes 14 percent of 
its adjusted gross income for diocesan 
programs which benefit the parishes and 
diocese as a whole,” according to the 
report. 


THE SACRAMENTAL life of the diocese 
is accorded notable attention, stating that 
“the liturgical reform is progressing well” 
although in such a period of transition

“Most parishes,” states the report, “are 
beginning to take more active interest in 
the preparation and planning of all 
liturgical celebrations. 


“Devotions in the traditional are being 
replaced by very well attended charisma- 
tic prayer groups, days of prayer and, 
gradually, the Liturgy of the Hours.” 


IT IS REPORTED that the “vast majority 
of parishes have at least some singing at 
the principal Sunday masses,” and that 
gradually ‘more sensitivity is: being 
demonstrated about participation of the 
people in singing” parts of the liturgy. 

The report informs Rome that “it is 
required in this diocese that in the case of 
infant baptism there be an inquiry into the 
faith life of the parents” and that they 


receive instruction in the. meaning of — 


baptism. 


It is also stated that most -parishes” 


“demonstrate real concern and effort in 
the preparation of children for confirma- 


tion.” 


ON THE QUESTION of penance (con- 


fession) the report indicates that it is 


difficult to gauge the frequency of 
reception of the sacrament. It. appears 
that many receive itona monthly or more 
frequent basis, but others “who do not 
understand the sacrament” receive it less 
often. 


“The general consciousness of sin 
among the people is gradually maturing,” 
according to the report. “Often enough 


there are two extremes: those who tend to . 


be scrupulous and those who seem to be 
insensitive to the real meaning of sin.” 


On the question of general absolution, it 
is stated that it is “rarely given” but that 
“very frequently it happens that general 


absolution is not given when it can be 
legitimately used,” such as when there are 
long waiting lines for individual penance. 


REPORTING on mass attendance, the 
bishop records that ‘‘attendance at. 
Sunday Eucharist and the quality for the 
motivation for attendance seems to be on 
the rise. However, among some cultural 
groups attendance at Holy Days is very 
low.” 

Many parishes have special liturgies for 
children, but masses “for the sick and for 
shut-ins are fairly exceptional,” although . 
distribution of communion to these by 
deacons and eucharistic ministers occurs 
“with greater frequency.” > ~ 


On the question of homilies, the report 
states that they are “normative” and that 
“for many priests the preparation is clearly 
a priority,” while for others “it does not 
appear to be a significant ministry.” 


IT 1S STATED that the revised rite of 


‘anointing of the sick has been well 


received and that there has been a 
“gradual elevation in consciousness that it 
is not the sacrament of the dying.” 


On the question of ministries and 
ministers, it is stated that there is some 
confusion when lectors or extraordinary 
ministers wear liturgical garb such as an 
alb, though “they never wear a stole.” The’ 
principal difficulty over lectors, it records, 
is that “they are entrusted with the Word, 


* but are frequently not given the same care 


‘in selection and training as are extra- 
ordinary ministers, who are made only by 
episcopal appointment.” 


The report informs Rome of the three- 
month formation period before marriage™ 
mandatory-in the diocese, ‘strongly 
supported by the priests of the diocese. 


“THE MAIN difficulties in marriage 
preparation,” it states, “are, in-addition to 
the negativism of the age, the difficulty 
and lack of support from society in regard 
to lifelong commitment, the widespread 
sexual promiscuity and the prevalence of 
a contraceptive mentality.” 


After stating the situation with regard to - 


‘diocesan priests and the growth of the 


permanent diaconate there is a special 
commendation for the clergy, Gcesan 
and religious. 


The bishop praises them for “their great 
zeal and devotion to Holy Mother Church. 
These valiant priests minister in parishes, 
schools and special works, in a spirit of 
sacrifice and cooperation. The majority 
are engaged in renewal of their priestly 
lives and the lives of the people they — 
serve.’ 


RECORDING the diocese’s great interest 
in the worldwide apostolate of the church 
through the missions, it states that the 
diocese “has enjoyed considerable suc- 
cess in enlisting the services of the laity 
towards the fulfillment of a mission ° 
apostolate.” 


Approximately one third of those who 
have worked with the Lay Mission Helpers 
Association of Los Angeles are: young

adults from this diocese. 


On the status of the seminary in the 
diocese, the report records “a decline in 
the number of vocations from Catholic 
and public high schools. This decline has 
been compensated for by an increase in 
the number of more mature men of 
college age entering the seminary either 
as undergraduates or graduates.” 


IT 1S NOTED that it is still too early to~ 


indicate whether this is a trend and 
whether the seminary must make perm- 
anent adjustments accordingly. 


The average intake for the past two 
years has been one quarter from high 
school, three quarters at undergraduate or 
graduate level. Five years ago 90 percent 
came direct from high school. 


The University of San Diego's progress 
is featured in the report and it is recorded 
that most of its students are Catholics 
“who share certain commitments and 
wish to explore vital religious questions in 
a free, yet informed way.” It is also noted 
that a high percentage of students of other 
faiths “insures a presentation of a diversity 
of views, so characteristic of the pluralistic 
American society.” 


THE.REPORT states that the university 
“has strong ties with the church” and that 
the bishop is chairman of the board of 
trustees and chairman of the executive 
committee. 


General Catholic education in the 
diocese has achieved stability of enroll- 
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ment, according to the report. “The 
decline in enrollment in Catholic schools 
has stabilized and the schools are now 
experiencing gradual increases in enroll- 
ment.” During the period under review 
three schools closed, two of them all-girl 
high schools. All 78 diocesan schools, it is 
stated, “benefit from one or more of nine 
governmental assistance programs.” 


Recording that the teaching of religion is 
expressly forbidden in. state schools, the 
report adds that “in a few cases children 
are permitted to leave regular classes, on 
released time programs, to attend reli- 
gious instructions.” 


THE STRENGTH of pre-school and 
higher levels of religious education pro- 
grams for those attending public schoolsis 
reported as progressing well, thanks to the 
“commitment and dedication of lay 
catechists.” It is stated that there is aneed 
for ongoing catechist formation and 
training. 


The report adds that “there is a trend in 
our diocese and across the nation toward 
family-centered religious education pro- 


- grams,” with the advantage of sharing and 


strengthening of family ties. 


In connection with adult religious 
education, the quinquennial report re- 
cords “wide interest” and that various 
movements, such as Cursillo, Marriage 
Encounter and Charismatic Renewal also 
meet the needs of adult education. 


SPECIAL PROGRAMS for the Hispanic 
and Indian communities are recorded in 


the report, and that the needs of other 
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minorities “are met by parishes which 
have ethnic variety.” 


Mention is also made of the progress in 
religious education for the handicapped, 
now offered through 18 centers in the 
diocese, and for the hearing handicapped 
through the Catholic Deaf Circle. 


Special sections dealing with the 
ministry to urban communities and mi- 
grant workers are included, and action 
taken in the areas of social services and 
other community services. 


- AMONG STATISTICS it is recorded that 


the diocesan tribunal dealt with 2,137 


cases (of marriage nullity) in the five-year 
period, and 68 Pauline Privilege decrees 
were issued, 76 Ligamen decrees and 
1,543 nullity decrees due to “lack of 
form.” 


The statistics also show that in the five 
years: 18 priests were ordained, 14 
diocesan priests died, 13 left the priest- 
hood and 44 returned. 


It is also recorded that Bishop Maher 
issued eight pastoral letters in the period, 
three of which were on abortion, one on 
women in the new world and one on 
women in the holy year.

Father Sullivan, from San 
Diego, is presently at the 
Augustinian headquarters in 
Rome. It is there that Cardinal 
Albino Luciani used tostay when 
in Rome, on visits from his See of 
Venice. Cardinal Luciani 
became Pope John Paul I, andin 
this article, specially written for 
the Southern Cross from Rome, 
Father Sullivan remembers 
some of the occasions when the 
late pope was a guest of the 
Augustinians.

Itis Friday afternoon, September 29. 
With our father general, Father 
Theodore Tack, and a group of our 
Augustinians from both the General - 
Curia of the order and our Internation- 
al College of St. Monica next door, | 
have just been up in the Sala 


’ Clementina of the Papal Palace, 


across the street . 


There lies His Holiness, Pope John 
Paul |. And we still cannot believe we 
saw him lifeless, or without asmile. 


FOR US Augustinians, the incredi- 
ble news we heard this morning left us 
in shock. It couldnt be possible that 
this smiling, friendly man, our recent 
house guest, had already completed 
his ministry as the Vicar of Christ. 


The sadness among the Augustin- 
ians here was the more profound for 
the fact that our joy had been all the 
greater at his electionjustamonthand 
three days ago. 


This happy man, so readily admired 
and loved by those who met him, had 
raised so many hopes, created: such 
great expectations, by the simple 
radiance of his sensitive pastoral 
personality. 


HAVING LIVED with him up to the 
day of the last conclave, we all felt a 
particular assurance that his papacy 
would be a profoundly vitalizing one 
for the church. ;

| last saw him alive two days ago, at 
his general audience in the great 
Nervi Hall. Yes, he was carried in, and 
out again, on the portable chair. He 
had made the mistake, at his first 
audience, of walking in, and the 
complaints from the thousands who 
couldn't catch a closer glimpse of him 
forced him to revert to the traditional 
custom. 


He wanted so much to come closer 
to people. Again this week, during his 
homily, he.called alittle child forward, 
to stand on the stage beside him, and 
he conducted his little catechesis 
with this little boy. 


UNHEARD OF? In previous 
papacies, yes. But Pope John Paul 
seemed to strain to come closer, ever. 
closer, to the smallest, the weakest, 
the poorest, the most helpless. 


| went over to St. Peter’s Basilica 
immediately after breakfast. At the

Most bore expressions of simple 
grief mixed with uncomprehending 
perplexity, of incredulity. A few wept 
softly—an aged Italian woman, a 17- 


year-old boy standing beside me, a 


middle-aged man. 


JUST BEFORE leaving the basilica, 
| paused at: Michelangelo’s great 
masterpiece, the ‘“Pieta.” How well it 
symbolized the surrounding scene— 
the composed but sorrowful face of 
the mother gazing down upon her 
lifeless son. 


Coming back across the street, | 


met Fra Franceschino at our gate. He- 


is our oldest man here, over 90, a 
resident of St. Monica’s College for 74 
years. 


An Italian brother, he stood there, 
wearing his little broad-brimmed 
Italian hat, head bent, fingering his 
rosary beads. 


| SAID TO HIM, “You have lost your 
friend.” He glanced up briefly, eyes 
filled with tears, then bent again to his 
rosary. 


Little Brother Franceschino was 
indeed a friend to Albino Luciani. The 
Cardinal Patriarch of Venice had 
shown a special fondness for him, 
when he lived in our house last fall 
during the Synod of Bishops, and 
again these: recent weeks in August 
before the conclave. 


Only little Franceschino could give 
him special attention. Before each 
meal, the little brother would shuffle 
into the dining room, find the 
Cardinal's napkin ring, and put his 
napkin at his place. 


AND WHERE the rest of us, for the 


most part, shook hands with the 
cardinal, he condescended ‘to 


Franceschino’s habit of a lifetime — 


in. Italy—the little 90-year-old was 
allowed to kiss his hand, and the 
Cardinal’s reluctance was not about to 
override his little friend’s determina- 
tion. ;

Shortly after Cardinal Luciani 
arrived at St. Monica’s in August, his 


“car broke down. What a classic 


example of human fallibility, in a 
future pope, when he gave strict 
orders that the car had to be repaired 
very quickly. He would be needing it, 
he said, to return to Venice after the 
conclave.

As our guest here last fall and again 
last month, Cardinal Luciani drew 
closer and closer to another guest, 
Cardinal James Darcy Freeman of 
Sydney, Australia. 


CARDINAL LUCIANI knewvery little 
English; Cardinal Freeman knew less 
Italian. But how they communcated— 
a few words of Latin, a lot of smiles 
and gestures, and the understanding 
that comes from heart speaking to 
heart. 


Gradually the Australian prelate 
picked up a few Italian words, and 
Cardinal Luciani’s English improved a 
little, too. 


During the Synod last fall, Cardinal 
Luciani insisted over and over that 
Cardinal Freeman come up, one 
weekend, and “visit me at my house in 
Venice.” 


FINALLY Cardinal Freeman 
agreed. The weekend .was set and 
Cardinal Luciani bought the airline 
tickets. 


Then came aé telegram from 
Sydney, informing Cardinal Freeman 
that his predecessor, the. retired 
Cardinal Gilroy, had died. He left for 
Sydney immediately. The visit fo 
Venice was cancelled. 


But the two men had hardly arrived 
last month when Cardinal Luciani 


‘renewed his invitation. “This time you 


must come up to Venice and visit me 
at my house after the conclave.” 


CARDINAL FREEMAN smiled and 
said, “Perhaps you won't be in that 
house in Venice after the conclave.” 


Cardinal Luciani threw back his 
head and laughed. “Well,” he replied, 
“come and visit me at my house after 
the conclave, wherever | am.” 


The day after the mass in St. Peter’s 
Square which inaugurated the papal 
ministry of Pope John Paul I, the new 
pope had one guest for dinner— 
Cardinal Freeman. Tih 


AT THE END of the meal, the 
Australian prelate said, “Your 


_ Holiness, the prior general of the 
Augustinians asked me to ask you if 
" you would give your special apostolic 


blessing tothe members of the Order 
of St. Augustine.” 


John Paul folded his hands, 
frowned a bit as he searched his mind 
for the correct English word, and then 
looked up, with a broad smile, and 
said simply, “Yes.”

Those of us living here for a time 
with Cardinal Luciani had already 


been singularly blessed, in a most 


unusual fashion. 


ON MONDAY, August 28, two days 
after his election and the feast of St. 
Augustine, the new pope took the time 
to write two notes. 


That evening, just as supper was 
ending in St. Monica’s, the pope’s 
secretary, Don Diego Lorenzi, 
appeared in the dining room, two 
envelopes in his hand. 


One was addressed to Father 
Prosper Grech, the Maltese 
Augustinian who is president of the 
Augustinian Patristic Institute here, 
and at the moment was the senior 
member of the St. Monica’s 
community. The other was for Father 
Gioele Schiavella, vicar of the prior 
general and, in the absence of Father 
Tack, in charge of the Curia. 


IN BOTH NOTES, the Holy Father 
expressed his gratitude to our two 
communities, the Curia and the 
college, for our hospitality. In both, he 
extended his special apostolic 
blessing to us. Both were signed “Jo. 
Paulus PP. |.” 


There was one little difference. In 
the létter to the college community, 
the Holy Father granted his blessing 
to the sisters in general, to the fathers 
in general and to the brothers in 


general. And then, in the pope’s own ~ 


parentheses, was written “including 
Franceschino.” 


This afternoon, just about an-hour 
ago, Bishop Canisius van Lierde, OSA, 
papal sacristan and vicar general for 
Vatican City, sent his car around toSt. 


kind of pasta’ 


Monica’s to pick up Brother Fran- 
ceschino and whisk him over to the 
Papal Palace. 


GUARDS HELPED Franceschino to 
an elevator reserved for very special 
people, such as high dignitaries, rode 
him up to the Sala Clementina, and 
took him to the body of the pope. 


While all others viewing the body 
were held back, little Franceschino 
was let throught the barriers, taken up 
to the Holy Father's body, and there he 
bent over and kissed the foot of his - 
friend. sek 


_ At his last dinner with us, the 
midday of that Friday the conclave — 
was to open, Cardinals Luciani and 

Freeman were sitting, as Usual, facing 

each other across the table. 


FATHER Blas Sierra, a Spanish~ 
theology professor, approached with 
a special cake which had been 
prepared as a treat for this final meal 
together. Setting it down between the 
cardinals, Father Blas said to Cardianl 
Luciani, “Your eminence, | have an 
idea they're going to make you pope.” 


The cardinal laughed heartily, then 
said, “But you can’t make gnocchi 
out of this kind of pasta.” Then, a bit 
more seriously, “No, it certainly 
wouldn't be me.” 


Father Blas objected. You can’t say 
“No” to the will of God. 


“LET'S SEE what happens,” said the . 
future pope. “A good rule to follow is to 
do everything one can, and then to say 
with the gospel: we are useless 
servants.” 


That. afternoon he left our house. 
The next.evening we saw him hailed, 
high on the balcony of St. Peter’s, as 
Pope John Paul |.

As one we dined with, chatted with, 
joked with, John Paul | will be sorely 
missed by us Augustinians in a very 
special way. , 


THESE QUICK impressions; written 
in some-haste on a sad afternoon in 
Rome, have surely omitted much that 
could have revealed even more the 
warmth, the humility, the utter 


. simplicity of this striking man who 


occupied the Chair of Peter so briefly. 


He made some mistakes. He was 
wrong about needing his car to return. 
quickly to Venice. He was wrong about 
whether they could “make gnocchi 
out of this kind of pasta,” for they 
could, and they did. ; 


Let us pray that there is still a supply 
of the same kind of pasta lying 
around. Everyone who saw or heard 
His Holiness, Pope John Paul |, was 
immediately addicted to this kind of 
gnocchi. aT
